Senate Republicans rap Obama’s high Noriega goes on trial in 


court pick 


WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama's Supreme 
Court nominee Elena Kagan 
promised yesterday to take an 
impartial approach to the law 
after Republicans criticized her 
qualifications and objectivity 
on the first day of her Senate 
confirmation hearing. 

Kagan, Obama's solicitor 
general and a former Harvard 
Law School dean, is widely 
expected to be confirmed next 
month to an ideologically di¬ 
vided Supreme Court, but Re¬ 
publicans indicated they would 
not make it easy. 

In opening statements in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
hearing, they repeatedly raised 
questions about her lack of ex¬ 
perience as a judge and por¬ 
trayed her as a lawyer more 
interested in political activism 


than legal precedents. 

"Your relatively thin record 
clearly shows that you've been 
apolitical lawyer," Republican 
Senator Charles Grassley told 
Kagan, who sat placidly at the 
witness table through more 
than two hours of opening 
statements. 

"A judge needs to be an in¬ 
dependent arbiter, not an advo¬ 
cate or rubber-stamp for a 
political agenda," he said. 

In her brief opening testi¬ 
mony, Kagan praised the court 
and said she would rule impar¬ 
tially and with deference to the 
wishes of the people and law¬ 
makers. 

"I will work hard and I will 
do my best to consider every 
case impartially, modestly, 
with commitment to principle, 
and in accordance with law," 


she said. 

Kagan said the Court must 
ensure the government never 
oversteps its bounds, but "the 
court must also recognize the 
limits on itself and respect the 
choices made by the American 
people." 

Kagan's nomination to re¬ 
place retiring Justice John Paul 
Stevens has not sparked a po¬ 
litical fight, in part because she 
is not expected to change the 
court's fragile ideological bal¬ 
ance and in part because she 
has no judicial record to pick 
through. 

The nomination also has 
been overshadowed by a heavy 
crush of political news, inclu¬ 
ding the oil spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico and last week's removal 
of Afghan war com- mander 
General Stanley McChrystal. 


Alex to become hurricane 


CAMPECHE, Mexico - 
Tropical Storm Alex was 
likely to become a hurricane 
today, delaying BP Pic's ef¬ 
forts to increase siphoning 
capacity at the gushing oil 
leak in the Gulf of Mexico. 

Forecasters said Alex was 
moving slowly away from 
Mexico's Yucatan Peninsula. 
The storm, however, is not 
expected to hurt current oil- 
capture systems at the BP oil 


WASHINGTON - U.S. Sen¬ 
ator Robert Byrd, who 
evolved from a segregationist 
to a civil rights advocate in 
becoming the longest serving 
member ever of the Con¬ 
gress, died yesterday. First 
elected in 1952, Byrd was 92. 

His death is not expected 
to have any immediate im¬ 
pact on the Democrats' 59-41 
control of the Senate as West 
Virginia Governor Joe 
Manchin is virtually certain 
to appoint a fellow Democrat 
to succeed Byrd, whose cur¬ 
rent term expires in 2012. 

But Byrd's death may

PARIS, France — Former 
Panamanian dictator Manuel 
Noriega went on trial in France 
yesterday for money launder¬ 
ing and appeared confused 
about the most basic of biogra¬ 
phical information: his age. 

Noriega took the stand only 
briefly to give his name and age, 
but the 76-year-old appeared 
feeble, his shoulders trembling 
uncontrollably as he addressed 
the three-judge panel.

Mercury's threat greater in 
ocean fish than freshwater 



DRAM prices 
to continue 
lower through 
second half 

Prices of DRAM, the main 
memory chips used in per¬ 
sonal computers, fell for the 
first time in over a year in 
June as companies increased 
production and PC vendors 
toughened their stance on far¬ 
ther price increases. 

The price declines are im¬ 
portant for anyone looking 
for a new computer because 
high DRAM prices are 
among the reasons PC prices 
have been pushed higher for 
the first time in years. But the 
slide in chip prices signals a 
turn in the market. A shortage 
of the chips earlier this year 
caused chip makers to in¬ 
crease production, thereby 
easing the shortage. Now, an¬ 
alysts say, prices will slide for 
the rest of the year. 

"Gartner expects to see 
mild ASP (average selling 
price) declines for the re¬ 
mainder of 2010," the market 
researcher said, noting that 
DRAM vendors will also be 
able to keep reducing costs so 
they can maintain healthy 
profit margins despite lower 
selling prices. 

DRAM had become so ex¬ 
pensive this year that the 
chips accounted for 15 per¬ 
cent of the materials cost in a 
midrange PC, said Gartner in 
its Semiconductor Monday 
DQ Report. The cost 
prompted PC vendors 
toughen their stance during 
negotiations with DRAM 
makers, the market re¬ 
searcher said, and a decline in 
DRAM spot prices helped PC 
vendors' cause as they sought 
lower prices. 


Seawater itself is the reason 
why mercury in saltwater fish 
poses more of a health threat 
to humans than freshwater 
fish, even though concentra¬ 
tions of the chemical are 
much higher in freshwater 
species, according to new re¬ 
search. 

Duke University re¬ 
searchers found that the po¬ 


tentially harmful form of mer¬ 
cury called methylmercury at¬ 
taches onto dissolved organic 
matter in freshwater, but 
latches onto the salt (chloride) 
in seawater. 

Methylmercury is a potent 
neurotoxin that can cause kid¬ 
ney and brain disorders, and 
even death, the study authors 
explained in a university 
news release. 

"The most common ways 
nature turns methylmercury 
into a less toxic form is 
through sunlight," study au¬ 
thor Heileen Hsu-Kim, an as¬ 
sistant professor of civil and 
environmental engineering, 
said in the news release. 

"When it is attached to dis¬ 
solved organic matter, like de¬ 
cayed plants or animal matter, 
sunlight more readily breaks 
down the methylmercury. 
However, in seawater, the 
methylmercury remains 
tightly bonded to the chloride, 
where sunlight does not de¬ 
grade it as easily. In this form, 
methylmercury can then be 
ingested by marine animals," 
Hsu-Kim explained. 

The findings, released on¬ 
line in advance of publication 
in an upcoming print issue of 
the journal Nature Geo¬ 
science, suggest that scientists 
and policy makers should 
focus their attention on the ef¬ 
fects of mercury in the ocean, 
rather than in freshwater, she 
added.

No Omega-3 Heart 
Benefit Seen in Women 
With Type 1 Diabetes 


Boosting consumption of 
omega-3 fatty acids doesn't 
seem to lower the risk of 
heart disease in women with 
type 1 diabetes, according to 
a new study. 

Omega-3 fatty acids, found 
primarily in fish, help prevent 
the buildup of cholesterol in 
the arteries, but little is known 
about whether omega-3 helps 
protect people with type 1 di¬ 
abetes, who are at increased 
risk for heart disease. 

University of Pittsburgh 
researchers analyzed data 
from 601 men and women 
enrolled in a long-term 
prospective study of type 1 
diabetes patients that began 
in 1986. The participants 
were diagnosed with type 1 
diabetes between 1950 and 
1980. 

During the study, 166 par¬ 
ticipants (27.6 percent) were 
diagnosed with heart disease. 
The investigators found the 
lowest incidence of heart dis¬ 


ease among men who con¬ 
sumed the highest amounts of 
omega-3 (more than 0.2 
grams per day). However, 
lower rates of heart disease 
were not found among 
women who consumed simi¬ 
lar amounts of omega-3. 

The findings are slated to 
be presented Saturday at the 
American Diabetes Associa¬ 
tion's Scientific Sessions, 
held in Orlando. 

"Although omega-3 is typ¬ 
ically associated with de¬ 
creased risk for 
cardiovascular disease, this 
may not be the case for 
women who have type 1 dia¬ 
betes. Importantly, our study 
suggests we shouldn't assume 
men and women with type 1 
diabetes are the same," lead 
author Tina Costacou, an as¬ 
sistant professor of epidemi¬ 
ology at the University of 
Pittsburgh Graduate School 
of Public Health, said in a 
university news release. 


Italian researchers: New test may reveal 
'birth deadline' 


ROME — A test developed by 
Italian researchers could let 
women as young as 20 pre¬ 
dict within a few months 
when they will cease to be 
fertile, medical experts say. 

The blood test could give 
women trying to balance ca¬ 
reers with parenthood a "birth 
deadline," The Sunday Times 
of London reported. 

Menopause occurs on av¬ 
erage at age 51 among west¬ 
ern women, but about 15 
percent experience it early, 
under the age of 45, The 


Times said. 

The test measures levels 
of a hormone produced in the 
ovaries controlling develop¬ 
ment of the cells from which 
eggs develop. 

"Our results suggest that 
the hormone (level) could 
precisely forecast the age at 
menopause, even in young 
women," Dr. Fahimeh 
Ramezani Tehrani, who led 
the research, said. 

The Times reported a 
British expert on menopause 
said the results were encour¬ 


aging. 

"A precise test like this 
would be very useful," Dr 
Heather Currie, co-editor of 
the journal of the British 
Menopause Society, said, 
"particularly to women con¬ 
sidering delaying childbirth 
for family, career or other 
reasons." 

The test could provide 
other benefits to women con¬ 
cerned with early menopause 
and its elevated risks of os¬ 
teoporosis and heart disease, 
The Times said. 


Surgeons enter brain through eyelid 


BALTIMORE — Doctors at 
Johns Hopkins Hospital in 
Baltimore have pioneered a 
technique that can spare 
some patients invasive brain 
surgery. 

Liane Lefever, 47, of 
Manheim, Pa., was their 18th 
patient, The Baltimore Sun 
reported. Surgeons were able 
to remove a meningioma, a 
brain tumor, through an inci¬ 
sion in her eyelid. 


"When you tell people you 
had brain surgery, the first 
thing people always do is 
look for a scar, and that's 
what's amazing, there isn't 
one," Lefever said. 

Dr. Kofi Boahene, a facial 
plastic and reconstructive 
surgeon, first used the eyelid 
for access three years ago. He 
had to do a biopsy on a 14- 
month-old boy, who had a 
tumor that could not be 


reached by way of the nose - 
- which had already become 
an entrance point. 

In traditional brain surgery, 
still the most common, a pa¬ 
tient's skull is sawn open. It in¬ 
volves lengthy recovery and 
the risk of damage to the brain. 

Boahene and Dr. Alfredo 
Quinones-Hinojosa, who pio¬ 
neered the nasal entrance point, 
recently published their first re¬ 
port on the eyelid incision.

BASEL, Switzerland - Go¬ 
vernments must slash budget 
deficits decisively and central 
banks should not wait too long 
to raise borrowing costs as side 
effects from measures pre¬ 
scribed to tackle the global re¬ 
cession may create the next 
crisis, the Bank for Interna¬ 
tional Settlements said. 

The global economy as well 
as financial markets were on 
the mend, though the recovery 
remained fragile in the ad¬ 
vanced economies and in the 
euro zone the debt crisis put 
the recovery at risk, the BIS 
said in its annual report, pub¬ 
lished yesterday. 

Global leaders meeting in 
Toronto agreed to take diffe¬ 
rent paths for shrinking budget 
deficits and making banking 
systems safer and Washington 
in particular has warned 
against cutting too fast. 

The head of the BIS said 
there was no time to waste. 

"W<e cannot wait for the re¬ 
sumption of strong growth to 
begin the process of policy 
correction," BIS general man¬ 
ager Jaime Caruana told the 
bank's annual general meeting. 

"In particular, delaying fis¬ 
cal policy adjustment would 
only risk renewed financial 
volatility, market disruptions 
and funding stress." 

Caruana later told a news 
conference that recently an¬ 
nounced fiscal consolidation in 
some countries together with 
the publication of bank stress 
tests in Europe and the support 
of the G20 for regulatory re¬ 
forms were important steps 
forward. 

The BIS, which acts as a 
bank to central banks and a 


discussion platform for policy¬ 
makers, said reforms of the fi¬ 
nancial system remained key 
to prevent further crises. 

Caruana said the benefit of 
making the financial system 
more resilient through tighter 
regulation outweighed any 
short-term growth losses. 

Top central bankers met at 
the BIS annual meeting June 
26-28 in Basel, following the 
G20 summit where leaders ac¬ 
knowledged the uneven and 
fragile economic recovery in 
many countries. 

In a reversal from the unity 
of the past three crisis-era 
Group of 20 summits, the lea¬ 
ders left room to move at their 
own pace and adopt "differen¬ 
tiated and tailored" policies. 

But the BIS warned power¬ 
ful support measures had 
strong side effects and said 
their dangers were starting to 
emerge. 

"To put it bluntly, the com¬ 
bination of remaining vulnera¬ 
bilities in the financial system 
and the side effects of such a 
long period of intensive care 
threaten to send the patient into 
relapse," the BIS report said. 

The BIS said if the extraor¬ 
dinary measures were kept in 
place for too long, policymak¬ 
ers ran the risk of creating 
"zombie" banks or companies, 
dependent on direct support. 

But it acknowledged the 
tricky situation for policyma¬ 
kers as the stakes were high 
and the risks from capping life¬ 
lines too early loomed large. 

Central banks especially 
were walking a fine line. 

The banking system was 
still far from sound, as recent 
profits from fixed income and

Extremely low real or infla¬ 
tion-adjusted rates altered in¬ 
vestment decisions, postponed 
the recognition of losses, in¬ 
creased risk-taking in the 
search for yield and encour¬ 
aged high levels of borrowing, 
the BIS said. 

In addition, central bankers 
may underestimate inflation 
risks as the crisis may have 
lowered potential growth rate. 

Markets have pushed back 
expectations for rate increases 
in the United States and in the 
euro zone in the wake of the 
Greek debt crisis, and central 
bankers urged Europe to solve 
the crisis so as not to endanger 
uneven global recovery. 

Jassim Al-Mannai, director 
general of the Abu Dhabi- 
based Arab Monetary Fund, 
said banks and policymakers 
had to beware of fuelling bub¬ 
bles. 

"We have to avoid, every 
economic authority, not to see 
bubbles. Our economic policy 
needs to be prudent, especially 
monetary and even fiscal pol¬ 
icy," he said. 

Challenges for emerging 
economies were different as 
they were recovering strongly 
and inflation was picking up, 
the BIS said. 

"Some EMEs could rely 
more on exchange rate flexibil¬ 
ity and on monetary policy 
tightening," the BIS said. 

The Greek debt crisis had 
highlighted that many govern¬ 
ments had to consolidate their 
finances immediately as highly 
indebted countries would not 
be able to rescue banks as a 
buyer of last resort in another 
crisis.

Kite Surfing is an absolute thrill and 
the latest in extreme sports... 



Kite surfing or kiteboarding is 
a surface water sport that uses 
the wind to pull a rider through 
the water on a small surfboard 
or a kiteboard (similar to a 
wakeboard). Generally kite¬ 
boarding refers to a style of 
riding known as freestyle or 
wake-style, whereas kitesurf¬ 
ing is more "wave-riding" ori¬ 
ented. These two styles usually 
require different boards and 
specific performance kites. 

A kitesurfer or kiteboarder 
uses a board with or without 
foot-straps or bindings, com¬ 
bined with the power of a large 
controllable kite to propel the 
rider and the board across the 
water.

Cameron reciprocated 
with a brew local to his Wit¬ 
ney constituency called Hob¬ 
goblin. 

Obama had earlier given 
Cameron a ride to Toronto in 
his Marine One helicopter 
from the Group of Eight sum¬ 
mit in a resort north of 
Toronto, and apparently sug¬ 
gested his passenger pay his 


own way. 

"Thank you also for the 
lift between the two. It was -

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Jabulani ball too low-tech for Mexican 
designers 
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Shapewear: Can clothes 
make the workout?

NEW YORK - If you could 
slip into Scarlett O'Hara's wasp 
waist at will, would you still 
spend sweaty hours on that Pi- 
lates mat? 

Shapewear, bodywear and 
shapers are figure flattering 
foundation garments that use 
the latest technology to smooth 
away those pesky love han¬ 
dles, tummy rolls and muffin 
tops. 

Experts say while these 
very trendy undergarments 
may effectively eliminate the 
panty lines of celebrities like 
Gwyneth Paltrow and Jessica 
Alba, they are not magic bul¬ 
lets for the rest of us. 

"For some women it's the 
difference between size 8 and 
size 10," said Maggie Adams 
of Spanx, the U.S.-based 
shapewear giant that began 
with footless pantyhose in 
2000. "It firms everything up." 

But Adams said it is not 
your grandmother's girdle, re¬ 
ferring to her company's line, 
which now includes slimming 
swimwear and men's T-shirts. 

"Those had boning, metal 
and really uncomfortable, 
heavy stuff. Our newest collec¬ 
tion is a single layer. We're try¬ 
ing to get it as thin as 
possible." 

Certainly the science, and 
the sociology, of foundation 
wear has come a long way 
since the 1830's when the 
corset was considered a me¬ 
dical necessity because it was 
believed that women were so 
fragile they needed stays to 
hold themselves up. 

Adams said Spanx is wor¬ 
king on a line of active wear. 
"We're about helping women 
and now men to accentuate 
their assets." 

Leonisa Shapewear goes 
one step beyond. The lingerie 
brand, which began in Latin 
America, claims to redistribute 
and eliminate fat by creating a 
"lipo-transportation affect," 
which is described as similar to 
liposuction without the surgery. 

"A girdle will smooth out, 
but once you take off a girdle 
you're back from where you 
started," said spokesperson 
Mary Lou Burkhardt. "If you 
keep using it (shapewear), 
you'll see a change in your 


body," she said. "It's toning 
and tightening." 

Burkhardt added that it is 
breathable. 

"You don't sweat but it does 
have that compressive nature," 
she explained. 

Jessica Matthews, spokes¬ 
person for the American Coun¬ 
cil on Exercise, said shapewear 
is the latest take on the com¬ 
pression clothing that has been 
used by distance runners, ath¬ 
letes and football players for 
some time. 

"They're trying to tap into 
what has been around," said 
Matthews, an exercise physio¬ 
logist, "saying 'wear it while 
you're exercising or to take the 
place of exercise.' There's no 
research to support that." 

Matthews cited two recent 
Indiana University studies ex¬ 
amining the influence of com¬ 
pression garments on athletic 
performance. 

"They found no difference 
in oxygen consumption or im¬ 
proved performance," she said. 
"To achieve weight loss you 
must create caloric deficit. A 
pound of fat is equal to 3500 
calories. Any warmth created 
by compression wear is negli¬ 
gible." 

Matthews said researchers 
did feel that compression 
clothing could have psycho¬ 
logical benefits for the wearer, 
similar to the placebo effect. 

"If wearing these clothes 
improves their confidence and 
self esteem it might empower 
individuals to want to exercise 
more," she said. 

That suits the folks at 
Spanx just fine. 

"We're about helping 
women, and now men, to ac¬ 
centuate their assets, not per¬ 
manently alter their bodies," 
said Adams. "I have heard 
women say that wearing Spanx 
is encouraging their workouts 
because they want to feel bet¬ 
ter." 

Leonisa's spokesperson 
says wearing their shapers can 
tone the waistline and reduce 
cellulite. 

"You're not going to be dis¬ 
appointed," said Burkhardt. "If 
you keep wearing it, you'll see 
the difference. It's a commit¬ 
ment. Like exercise." 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico - If a 
grooved World Cup ball can 
upset some of the game's best 
players, how would they react 
to a ball packed with cameras, 
lights and a GPS chip? 

A team of Mexico City- 
based designers are trying to 
revolutionize soccer with a ball 
that could beam out TV re¬ 
plays and light up in bright co¬ 
lors when it crosses the goal 
line to clear up any refereeing 
gaffes, like the one that cost 
England a goal on Sunday in 
its 4-1 World Cup loss to Ger¬ 
many. 

"What we wanted to do 
with this ball is demonstrate 
how a product that historically 
has not changed can be inno¬ 
vated and taken in a com¬ 
pletely new, completely dif¬ 
ferent direction," said Alberto 
Villarreal, a industrial designer 
who is leading the project. 

This year's World Cup ball, 
the Jabulani, has been criti¬ 
cized for seemingly weightless 
shots sailing over crossbars, 
wobbly trajectory and goal¬ 
keeper blunders. 

Brazil goalkeeper Julio 
Cesar has likened the Jabulani 
to a cheap supermarket ball 
and Argentina star Lionel 
Messi has said playing with the 
ball was "very complicated." 

The seamless, groove-cov¬ 
ered Jabulani, whose name 
means "to celebrate" in Zulu, 
was billed as the most accurate 
ball yet when it was unveiled 
by the game's governing body 
FIFA. 

"Innovations in balls in re¬ 
cent years have been superfi¬ 
cial, nothing more," said 
Villarreal, 33, from the pro¬ 
ject's studio office in Mexico 
City. "But how a ball can influ¬ 
ence different game conditions 
hasn't been considered." 

At their office, a team of 
five young designers pore over 
screens working out the hitches 
of jamming cameras, a power 
source, chips and sensors into a 
450-gram (1-pound) ball. 

Challenges facing the pro¬ 
ject include creating software 
to stabilize images captured 
from multiple cameras in a 
rapidly spinning ball. 

Designers have yet to de¬ 
cide on a synthetic outer mate¬ 
rial that will behave like a 
traditional ball but protect its 
delicate interior from heavy 
kicks and impacts from posts 
and crossbars. The ball will not 
be inflated. 

Villarreal has kept the re¬ 
search and development costs 
under wraps and plans to be 
able to sell the design to a 
major ball maker in two years. 

But getting a blessing from 
FIFA will be difficult even if 
the ball eventually behaves 


like a traditional ball. 

"FIFA has always been a bit 
opposed to the entrance of 
technology in football while 
it's happening in other sports," 
said Villarreal. 

Mexico City-based ball ma¬ 
ker Voit, whose balls are used 
in professional Mexican soc¬ 
cer, is optimistic it will become 


a viable product and could be 
interested in manufacturing it. 

"For this ball to be ap¬ 
proved by FIFA it must meet 
certain characteristics," said 
Carla Colombo, Voit's market¬ 
ing director. "Maybe it won't 
pass the tests but it could per¬ 
fectly be part of a national or 
international line of balls."

Federer, Williams sisters 
into Wimbledon quarters

WIMBLEDON, England - 
Defending champions Roger 
Federer and Serena Williams 
have won in straight sets to 
reach the Wimbledon quar¬ 
terfinals. Venus Williams and 
Kim Clijsters have also 
reached the final eight. 

Federer, chasing a record- 
tying seventh Wimbledon 
singles title, swept past 16th- 
seeded Jurgen Melzer 6-3, 6- 
2, 6-3 yesterday. 

Federer, chasing a record- 
tying seventh Wimbledon 
singles title, swept past 16th- 
seeded Jurgen Melzer 6-3, 6- 
2, 6-3 with a classic 

grass-court performance in 
the first match on Centre 
Court. 

Serena Williams beat for¬ 
mer champion Maria Shara¬ 
pova 7-6 (9) 6-4 in a rematch 
of the 2004 final won by the 
Russian. Williams served 19 
aces for the second straight 
match. 

Five-time champion Ve¬ 
nus Williams overcame 
92nd-ranked Jarmila Groth of 
Australia 6-4, 7-6 (5), and 
Clijsters rallied to beat Jus¬ 
tine Henin 2-6, 6-2, 6-3 in an 
all-Belgian match between 
former No. 1.-ranked players 
returning to Wimbledon after 
coming out of retirement. 

The top-seeded Federer, 
who was broken once but lost 
only 15 of 63 points on serve, 
has now reached the quarter¬ 
finals at 25 consecutive 
Grand Slam tournaments. 

"I thought I played great,” 
he said. ’’Aggressive right 
from the start.” 

Five-time champion 
Venus Williams overcame a 
tough challenge from the 
lowest-ranked player left in 
the draw. The second-seeded 
Williams broke back twice to 
stay in the second set, then 
escaped in the tiebreaker to 
complete a 6-4, 7-6 (5) vic¬ 


tory on Court 2 over 92nd- 
ranked Jarmila Groth of Aus¬ 
tralia. 

’’There wasn’t a lot of 
room for error for either one 
of us against each other’s 
serve,” Williams said. ’’She 
played really well today. I 
didn’t think she made too 
many errors. Just really 
played some smart tennis and 
took advantage of opportuni¬ 
ties. I played well at the end 
to close it out.” 

The victory sent Williams 
into her 31st Grand Slam 
quarterfinal and improved 
her record to 12-0 in fourth- 
round matches at the All Eng¬ 
land Club. She is seeded to 
meet sister Serena, the de¬ 
fending champion and three¬ 
time winner, in Saturday’s 
final. Serena was facing 2004 
champion Maria Sharapova. 

Clijsters fought back to 
beat Henin 2-6, 6-2, 6-3 in a 
duel between two Belgians 
and former No. 1-ranked 
players making Wimbledon 
comebacks after returning 
from retirement. The win 
gave Clijsters a 13-12 advan¬ 
tage in their head-to-head 
meetings. 

Henin received treatment 
on her right elbow on three 
changeovers after slipping 
and falling to the turf as she 
charged to the net at 2-1 in 
the first set. She said the 
elbow was ’’quite painful” 
and bothered her on her 
serves and backhands, but 
didn’t know the extent of the 
problem. 

”1 don’t really know how it 
affected (the match),” said 
Henin, who has seven Grand 
Slam titles but has yet to win 
Wimbledon. ’’We’ll see in the 
next few days.” 

Henin seemed in complete 
command after easily win¬ 
ning the first set, but Clijsters 
lifted her game in the second.

’’She came out of the 
blocks really fast and she 
started dominating from the 
beginning of the rallies and I 
kind of felt overwhelmed by 
it,” Clijsters said. ”It was up 
to me at the beginning of the 
second set to stay in the 
points and serve better. 

”1 had to stay in the rallies 
and that's how I turned it 
around, a few longer rallies 
where I felt that I was hitting 
the ball better and it was 
going my way in the end.” 

Clijsters made the decisive 
break in the eighth game of 
the final set after Henin sailed 
a forehand long, then served 
out the match. The two play¬ 
ers exchanged kisses on the 
cheek at the net. 

”1 can't believe we're back 
to this after so many years of 
battling against each other,” 
Clijsters said. ”1 think this 
was our 25th battle, so we go 
way back but we play really 
good tennis and I think we 
showed some good stuff out 
there today.” 

Clijsters will play Russian 
Vera Zvonareva in the quar¬ 
terfinals. 

Zvonareva advanced 
when fourth-seeded Jelena 
Jankovic retired with a back 
injury while trailing 6-1, 3-0. 
It's the fourth time the Serb 
has gone out in the fourth 
round here, while the Russian 
made it to the quarters for the 
first time. 

In an upset, third-seeded 
Caroline Wozniacki lost 6-2, 
6-0 in just 46 minutes to un¬ 
seeded Czech Petra Kvitova. 
The 19-year-old Dane, last 
year's U.S. Open runner-up, 
was overwhelmed by the 
62nd-ranked Kvitova, man¬ 
aging just four winners to her 
opponent's 23.

Argentina keeper Romero says Future bleak for 
’no’ to technology England after WCup 



PRETORIA - Argentina 
goalkeeper Sergio Romero 
went against the grain on 
Monday by calling for foot¬ 
balling authorities to resist 
the temptation to introduce 
goal-line technology. 

The debate has been rag¬ 
ing with world football gov¬ 
erning body FIFA firmly 
opposed to electronic and 
video assistance for referees, 
but the pressure was cranked 
up on Sunday during the 
World Cup second round. 

England were denied a 
valid goal against Germany 
when the referee and lines¬ 
man failed to spot that Frank 
Lampard's shot had come 
down off the crossbar and 
landed fully a metre over the 
line before bouncing out. 

In the late game, Ar¬ 
gentina's Carlos Tevez 
opened the scoring against 
Mexico from an offside posi¬ 
tion. 

Again neither linesman 


nor referee spotted the in¬ 
fringement and this time an 
invalid goal stood. 

Despite the controversy, 
Romero believes the power 
of the referee should be re¬ 
spected. 

"I'm against technology in 
football. If you put a chip in¬ 
side the ball you'll take away 
the vibrancy of great players 
and football is for living not 
for technology," he said. 

Looking ahead to their 
next match against Germany 
in the quarter-finals, the AZ 
Alkmaar stopper said there 
were plenty of reasons for the 
South Americans to be wary, 
although he said the Germans 
should also be on their guard. 

"Without a doubt Ger¬ 
many are a strong team and 
they slow down the game like 
they did in Germany (in 
March in a friendly which Ar¬ 
gentina won 1-0), but we 
dealt well with that," he said. 

"(Lukas) Podolski has a 


great shot from distance and 
(Miroslav) Klose chases after 
every ball. 

"(Mesut) Ozil is a very 
good player, he's left-footed 
and has good technique. 

"They have big players 
who come up for all the cor¬ 
ners and free-kicks but we 
know that we have great 
players and it will be difficult 
for them." 

Four years ago Argentina 
lost on penalties to Germany 
at the same stage of the com¬ 
petition. 

The German goalkeeper in 
2006 Jens Lehmann revealed 
that he had a "cheat-sheet" on 
which he had written which 
way each Argentine player 
usually shot when he took a 
spot-kick. 

Romero said he doesn't 
have a similar written aid, but 
admitted that he and his fel¬ 
low Argentina goalkeepers 
have been doing their home¬ 
work. 


JOHANNESBURG —Amid 
the debris of another World 
Cup flop, England looks for a 


bright light to give it some 
hope for the future and finds 
nothing. 

Sunday’s 4-1 defeat by 
Germany is not just Eng¬ 
land’s worst ever loss at the 
World Cup, it points to the 
cold reality that what looked 
like a squad which could be a 
contender for the latter stages 
was barely good enough to 
get out of the first round. And 
there is no sign of anything 
better to come. 

The best England can 
offer right now for the future 
are Theo Walcott, Adam 
Johnson, Jack Wilshere, Jack

Brazil, accused of being 
insipid up to now, spiced up 


their game to stand compari¬ 
son with their great rivals and 
fellow quarter-finalists Ar¬ 
gentina. 

Fine goals from Juan and 
Luis Fabiano in the first half 
and Robinho after the break 
continued the torment of 
Chile at the hands of the five- 
times champions, who have 
now beaten them eight 
matches in a row. 

The Dutch were dominant 
throughout and tiny Slovakia 
rarely came close to repeating 
their shock elimination of 
holders Italy last week, al¬ 
though Robert Vittek scored 
a consolation penalty just be¬ 
fore the whistle.
